BODNDJO KICK. 


HOB. Andy Ellison and His Faetioa 
Defy the Demoeratie State Goai* 
mittee and Organise 
a Bolt 


LAOBANOB, Ind., July 27.—The2)e»n- 
ocrai, in its issue to-day, has tliis in- 
formation that will discourage every 
one hoping to reooncile factional politica 
in 
Lagrange county. 
It says: 


The peace in the democratic ranks 
that was patched up through the inter- 
vention of the state central committee 
has been of short duration. In last 
week's issue of his paper there appeared 
an 
article over Mr. 
Ellison's 
signa- 
ture entitled "How It Was Done," that 
foreshadowed his intention 
to kick 
against the 
existing conditions. 
He 
stated positively that the action of the 
state central committee was null and 
void and insisted in almost so many 
words, that the county committee must 
do preeisely as he directed or do notn- 
ing. 


The matter culminated in a crisis at 
the meeting of the central committee 
on Tuesday last, when the six Ellison 
men left the room in which the meeting 
was 
held, 
went 
somewhere 
else 
and set up an organization of their 
own. 
The excuse they assign for their 
action is this: That Mr. Pence, of 
Newbury township, being absent, had 
no right to representation by proxy, al- 
though he had one at the meeting, and 
that Mr. McEoe, of Lima township, be- 
ing chairman, had no right to vote. 
The latter proposition is puerfle in its 
silliness and sane men of ordinary in- 
telligence could scarcely entertain such 
an idea. 
Of the first point, in addition 
to the injustice done Mr. Pence and to 
his townbhip by the shameful claim of 
the gang, their intention was a direct 
violation of the rules adopted by the 
state central committee for the govern- 
ment of itself and subordinate com* 
mittees. 
Section 17 says: 


Every member of the committee here- 
in provided for will be expected to at- 
tend each meeting of his committee, un- 
less a substantial excuse shall exist, and 
in that cace it is made his imperative 
duty, in every instance, to be repre- 
sented by a written proxy. 


After Óie kickers had retired the regu- 
lar organization adopted a resolution, 
which received the vote of seven mem- 
bers, a majority of the committee, en- 
dorsing three of the delegates chosen at 
the regular mass convention held last 
April and three of the delegates chosen 
at a mass convention of the kickers, 
held about the same time. 
Theu in 
order to be absolutely fair the regular 
democrats agreed unanimously 
upon 
ZopherCase, one of the oldest democrats 
iu the county and very conservative as 
to factions, for the seventh delegate 
giving both factions an even show. 
It 
is not believed that the kickers will ac- 
cept this manifestly just apportionment 
of delegates, but it is beyond the power 
of a convention, or any one else, to sup 
port the claims of the kickers, for it 
would be an unpardonable insult to the 
state committee.

MURDERED B¥ A LO?£R 


A Man in Pawnee 
City Threatened 
With Lynching For Killing a 
Tonng Woman. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 27.—Last night 
Fremont Evans deliberately murdered 
Bertha Shultz in Pawnee City. 
Evans, 
who was second cook ac the Exchange 
hotel, had been paying attention to Mi^s 
Shultz, a laundress at the hotel, and a 
few days ago proposed marriage to her. 
She refused, which greatly provoked 
him. 


Last evening as Bertha was in a 
neighboring yard Evans met her and 
stabbed her in the heart with a pen- 
knife. She screamed two or three times 
"Eie's killed tne" and then fell dead. 
Evans was lodged in jail. 
He was very 
cool and even boasted that he sharpened 
his penknife for the purpose of murder- 
ing the girL 
Great excitement prevails 
and there is strong talk of lynching 
him.

Oaptain White's (Hreat 8peeeh. 
To the Editor of the Sentinel. 


I have read Oaptain White's great 
speech on the tariff question. 
The task 
was rendered somewhat difficult by 
the captain's rugged independence of 
all 
the 
ordinary 
rules 
of 
written 
speech 
and 
more 
particularly 
by 
the decidedly sinuous, not to say jerky 
tendency of his argument. 
I neverthe« 
persevered because I felt in duty 
bound to master, if I could, tliis "ablest 
effort of the present congress on the tariff 
question." I wrote out a brief analysis 
of the address which I believe is exactly 
fair and represents every main thought 
in its proper relation. 
Here it is. 


"The tariff question is old, and ail our 
discussion here has added notliing to our 
previous knowledge. 
All nations have 
from time immemorial adopted some 
form of tariff for the purpose of protect- 
ing themselves against their neighbors. 
Yet this is in my judgment entirely 
wrong. 
I believe in absolute free trade, 
but as no such thing practically exists 
anywhere, a protective poli<7 must be 
adopted as a second best tiling. 


Since selfish competition is the law 
of trade, it follows that if we open our 
markets to 
European 
manufacturers 


the>, with their cheap labor will compel 
us to cut down wages or close our fac- 
tories. 
Great Britain is to a large ex- 
tent a free trade nation, but she is so for 
purely selfish motives. 
She offered the 
world free trade because she could beat 
the world in manufactures. Her pri- 
vacy has however been lost, for France, 
Germany and Italy are able to compete 
with her in some lines, and the United 
Sti^tes makes cheaper goods of all kinds 
than Great Britain does, and of as excel- 
lent quality. 
We however want duty on 
imported goods to preserve for our 
home manufacturers 
that portion of 
our home trade which would be severed 
by foreigners in open competition. 
It 
most not be supposed that this duty en- 
ures to the advantage of our home manu- 
facturers by enhancing the price of their 
goods to the consumer, because home 
competition brings the 
price 
down 
to 
alMint 
as 
low 
in 
ail 
oases 
and 
often 
actually 
lower 
than 
that for which the same goods can 
be bought abroad. Of what service then 
is the tariff? Just this: There are in 
the United States a large number of 
foolish people who do not know enough 
to know that home-made goods are 


cheaper and as good, or better, than the 
foreign ariioles they buy. 
Theae people 
are all wealthy. 
No poor man buys for 
eign-made goods, and the duty enables 
US to levy a heavy tax on the foolish 
rich. 
The only weak iwint in the pro- 
tective policy IS that it does not protect 
the 
laborer 
against ihe effects of 
the universal 
law 
of selfish com- 
petition, in 
obedience to which his 
wages 
are constantly whittled down 
to the level of the pauper 
labor of 
Europe 
No one will deny that this evil 
of low wages exists in this country. 
In- 
justice and cruelty are practiced in the 
matter of wages. 
Neither protection 
nor tree trade will remed remedy this 
evil. 
We must then seek another rem- 
edy. Let congress pass a law adding, 
say, 26 cents a day to the present wages 
of each of the 6.000,000 laborers of this 
country. 
The amount thus added to 
their wages would be more that that of 
the annual wheat crop of the whole 
United States. The defenceless laborer 
is to-day, in spite of protection, com- 
pelled to accept starvation wages or die. 
I hope that congress will remedy this 
evil by passing a law fixing the mini- 
mum pnce of labor at, say. $1.60 for 
men, $1 for women, and 75 cents for 
boys and girls." 


It is not too much to say that this 
speech is childish in crudity of expres- 
sion, unsurpassable in disregard of logic 
and unparalleled in the history of mod- 
ern legislative bodies in the fathomless 
ignorance of its closing recommenda- 
tion. 
The arguments carrom upon one 
another, or in the captain's peculiar 
idiom, "amongst each other." 
They 
collide with and smash each other, but 
the gallant captain, ^ a r d l e s s of the 
catastrophe to his logical machinery, 
moves complacently on to his lame and 
impotent conclusion. 
Let us briefly ex- 
amine liis arguments. 
The oaptain dis- 
tinctly affirms: 


First. 
That because of cheap labor 
the foreigners can, in open competition, 
cnt down our wages or close our factor- 
ies. 


Second. 
That we manufacture all 
good at as lower, or at a lower, price 
than foreigners manufaccure goods of 
the same quality for. 


Third. That the selfishness of em- 
ployers, "breaks down the price of labor 
almost to starvation point." 


There is no escape from the hole in 
which these three propositions put him. 
What has cheap labor to do with the 
foreigners' abslity to drive our manufac- 
turers from the home market if we ac- 
tually do, under existing conditions, 
make goods of the same quality at as 
low, or lower, a price than he does? 
Absolutely nothing. 
Our business men 
are presented in the pitiful light of poor 
nerveless creatures, who cannot success- 
fully fight their battles in the markets 
of the world against competitors who 
have no advantage over them. 
Our 
goods are are as excellent and as cheap, 
we axe told, as any offered in the 
world's markets, 
but 
our business 
men 
when 
their 
little 
market 
which the 
government has 
kindly 
penned in for them is sapplied, sit su- 
pinely down and close their factories, 
while England, with poorer wares and 
higher prices, snatches from their grasp 
four fifths of tbe trade of South Amer- 
ica and pushes her way into every cor- 
ner of the world where men have wants 
and the means of supplying them, until 
her exported manufactures rise towards 
the regal sum of 81,000,000,000 annually, 
a shameful contrast to our less than 
$200,000,000. 


If the captain's theory be true, it 
would be well for congress to ^legislate a 
little nerve into our business men. 
But 
it is not true. 
Our goods cannot be 
sold in competition with foreign goods, 
simply befeause their cost is increased 
beyond what is right and natural by the 
heavy tax on raw material 


Again the captain says that we want a 
duty for revenue, and that we get this 
revenue enirely from the rich, for only 
the rich buy imported goods. 


In 1886 we paid in duty on imported 
goods more than half a million dollars. 
Perhaps the captain tiiinks that the 
whimsical fools who want books written 
by great foreign 
scholars can 
find 
enough to read at home. We paid more 
than half a million dollars in duty on 
bituminous coal. 
Did the fastidious 
rich pay this? 
We paid nearly half a 
million dollars in duty on b t ^ and bag- 
ging. 
Did the fastidiouB rich pay this? 
We paid $15,000.000 in duty on iron ore 
and iron and steel manufactures. 
Did 
the fastidious rich pay this? 
We paid 
more than $6,000,000 duty on raw wools. 
Did the fastidious rich pay this? 
Did 
they pay $800,000 on old rags? 
A large 
part of the duty paid upon imported 
woolens was paid upon cheap goods and 
it was paid by those who could ill 
afford i t . 


Again the captain says that under pro- 
tection wages have sunk ahnost to the 
to a starvation point and he proposes a 
remedy. 


Let congress, he says, fix a minimum 
of wages less than which no one shall 
be allowed to pay. 
Must we then have 
an army of inspectors to examine every 
employes pay roll? Must we have a law 
regulating the hours of labor? The cap- 
tain says employers are selfish, and some 
wicked one might try to get the start of 
his competitors by running an hour 
longer than the rest. 


Sometliing akin to the carpen, and a 
government inspector might see that 
the men "knock ofi" promptly. 
They 
would nuturally do that if left to them- 
selves, but some wicked one might dark- 
ly intimate to his men that unless they 
run an extra hour he must shut down. 
Intimations not unlike this have been 
made for a similar purpose. 
Obviously 
a government inspector would be neces- 
sary. 
And then, what if employers, in 
obedience to their own selfish interests, 
should refuse to hire any except the 
able-bodied. 
I suppose congress could 
; ust fix the proper standard of physical 
soundness, dexterity, and faithfulness, 
and a government inspector might ex- 
amine everybody; then, too, congress 
might provide 
public hospitals for 
cripples and invidids. 
It would help 
get rid of the surplus. 
But suppose, 
under the operation of the beneficient 
captains proposed, low prices should 
begin to go up as though yeast were in 
them? Why, congress could pass a law 
to keep prices down, and regulating the 
weight of a six-penny loaf, and fixing 
the maximum amount of shoddy in a 
coat 
How nice it would be just to add 
by law only 25 cents a day to the wages 
of every workman, says the benevolent 
captain. 
The 
present 
would be of 
greater value than oor annual wheat 


erop, he exclaims. 
All that is needed is 
that eongress should vote aye, and the 
thing is done. Oh, captain I verikabij 
thou art a ehild of the middle ages. 
Enowest thou not that this and a thous- 
and other raeh misehievous deviees were 
thorooghly tried in the chiUhood of onr 
civiltantion with infinite disaster to the 
sons of men? To hear one who aspires 
to legislate for 60,000,000 of people in 
this enlightened age'soberly 
propose 
such wieked folly is a cause for huge 
laughter among the gods that are hos- 
tile to men. 
One who, knowing the in- 
evitable consequences of such legisla- 
tion, should yet advocate it, must needs 
be more blood-thirsty than a tiger, m(»e 
cruel than a hyena. 
But thou, gentle 
captain, 
knowest nothing of oonse- 
quenoea. At home thou art a respected 
citisen. In the legislative halls of a 
great nation thou art sadly eut of place, 
and one of the greatest of thy constitu- 
ents says that the very quails are calling 
thee home. 


I have said but little of the captain's 
claim that the price of home manufac- 
tures is not enhanced by the tariff. 
There are, however, a few questions 
which a wondering people would be 
glad to have him answer. 
When he 
spoke of those 2i cent calicoes, did he 
know tliat cotton manufacturers have 
their raw materials free? Did he know 
that in 1880 we exported more than 
$10,000,000 worth of cotton manufac- 
tures, while our exports of all other tex- 
tiles was less than $300,000; and did he 
know that in the year of grace, 1886, we 
exported $14,000,000 worth of cotton 
goods, while our total imports in that 
line were scarcely more than the duty 
we paid on imported woolens? If the 
duty does not enhance the cost of home 
manufacturers, will the captain tell us 
why congress, immediately after the 
Ohicago fire in 1871, passed by a large 
majority in both houses a bill to let 
Ohicago have building material duty 
free? Will he tell us why the lumber 
barons chartered a private car and made 
all haste to Washington to have lumber 
excepted from the operation of that bill? 
Will he tell us how and why they suc- 
ceeded?

"^^tty ]>aragraphers are aconstoaied 
to satirize in many ways the red-haired 
girl, her appearance being said to be 
connected with the proximate vision of 
a white horse. 
It is, perhaps, impossi- 
ble to say when this idea originated, 
but it is probable that it had its rise in 
the ancient aversion to red-haired per- 
sons, very wide spread. 
Various rear 
sons have been assigned for this curioua 
antipathy. 
Mythologists claim that red 
hair represents the dangerous lightning 
stroke, or the withering rays of the sum- 
mer sun. 
¿idrft, god of the elements, 
had golden hair, and Loki, a misohiev- 
OTis imp, was red-haired. 
The mermaid 
is o f t ^ represented as combing her 
golden lochs, and red-bearded demona 
are notVmcommon. 


Others claim that the origin of the su- 
perstition that red-haired m ^ 
were 
treacherous came from a notion that 
Judas was red-haired. 
Nothing is said 
as to the color of his hair in the New 
Testament, and he is showTa with black 
hair ij\ most of the painted representa- 
tions of the middle ages. 
A German 
fresco of the twelfth century, however, 
' pictures the arch-traitor as a red-haired, 
man. 
It is probable that Christian in- 
fluence in Teutonic lands brought about 
this great antipathy to red hair, as many 
of the heathen gods and goddesses wore 
golden locks. 
Red has always been a 
detested color. It was the hue of the pi- 
rate flag, and its sanguinary tint has 
been chosen for the banner of the An- 
archists. 
It was for a long time an un- 
fashionable colf)r in England, and au- 
burn locks were, therefore, a disadvan- 
tage to the possessor. 


Again, it is probable that much of 
this odium laid tii)on red-haired men 
arose from traditional hatred agapst 
Teutonic conijuerors, the yellow-haired 
Goths, the red-haired Danes, and the 
ruddy Northmen alike oppressing R o 
man, Saxon, and Gaul. 


In the old romances of the Eound Ta- 
ble, the Eed Knight of the Red Lands 
rei)resent3 Death, whom Sir Gawain 
finally conquers in combat. 


In Devonshire it is thought unlucky 
to have a red-haired person first enter 
the house on New Year's Day, and 
black-haired lads g( > the rounds, and are 
rewarded by presents. 
There is a prov- 
erb among Scotch Highlanders, "Avoid 
the red-head, and the steep rock." 


In other Euroi)ean lands this dislike 
also exists. 
There is a Danish prov- 
erb that "Red heads and elders 
do 
not flourish in good soil." 
A Red Cav- 
alier figures in many folk-lore tales, and 
it is said that "Evil speakers and the 
Red Cavalier cause men miich distress." 


French proverbs carry the antipathy 
to animals. "He is wic^kedas ared ass," 
is a saying in many places. 
Rochefort, 
in an editorial in his paper, calls a po- 
litical O])ponent a "red ass." 


The Chinese antii)athy to red hair is 
well known. 
One of their familiar ap- 
pelations for foreigners is "red-haired 
devils." 


A Slavic proverb also recites the same 
superstition: "At the sight of a bearded 
woman, and red-haired man one flees 
away." 


Aiaong a certain tribe of Bedouin 
Arabs there is a saying against "evil- 
bringers like Qodar the Red-haired," 
Qodor traditionally caused great evils 
to the tribe, and hence all red-headed 
men are regarded as malevolent.—St. 
Louis 
Globe-Demo'-rat.

QUMT 'Ways of Getting at a Girl and CMK 
tJngr Her. 


[Thomas StSTens, in New York Ban.] 


In Turkey everybody marries yoting, 
and one might perhaps be permitted tc 
add, those who can afford it man^ often. 
Such a thing as an old maid is abso- 
lutely unknown among the Turks. 
They are a marrying race, and as a gen- 
eral thing the girls are married oflF by 
the time they roach their teens, and 
often a year or two before. A Turk 
may possibly fall in love with his •wif« 
after marriage, but it wouldn't be vei^ 
easy for his affections to antedate this 
ceremony, for the first time he ever sets 
eyes on her face is in the nuptial cham' 
ber, after the wedding guests have re- 
tired. 


When a young Turk becomes old 
enough to marrv^ then his mother and 
a few confidential female friends under- 
take to find him a wife. In a body they 
call upon sxioli of their neighbors as are 
blessed Avith marriageable daughters, 
and state their mission in a business- 
like way. 
The daughters ta-e trotted 
out for inspection much as though they 
were young colts or calves offered for 
sale. The wife hunter.s look the daugh- 
ters over critically, question the mother 
and partake of coffee. In a few min- 
utes the daughter that has been iu' 
spected retires from the room. If her 
appearance has failed to please the vis- 
itors nothing more is said. If, how- 
ever, they are favorably impressed, they 
linger and enter into negotiations for her 
hand in marriage to the youth in ques- 
tion. 


Turkish wedding festivities last sev- 
eral days, during which gypsy dancing 
girls and musicians (iutertain hosts of 
women at the home of the bride's par- 
ents. 
Much frivolity is indulged in, 
much cigarette 
smoking and coffee 
drinking, swarms of beggars are fed and 
bakshished at tli<! door, and many pres- 
ents niceived and given. 
But all this 
time the exi»eetant young Turk has 
never set eyes on liis intended. 
At the 
beginning of thi; festivities ])orters come 
to his father's house 1 »earing the bulk 
trousseau of the brid*;, lor the Turkis' 
custom is for the bride and her belong- 
ings to be brouglit to tlie home of her 
husband. 
Guests begin at once to dis- 
tribute the articles of the trousseau 
about the bridal diaiiiber, so as to show 
everything off to tlie best advantage. 
Festivities are (iontinued at bothhouses. 
On the third day friends of the bride- 
groom proceed in a body to the house 
of the bride, and on tlie sixth the bride 
is condneteti to the house of her hus- 
band, A\ here he stands at the door to re- 
ceive her veiled. 


About the same jireliminaries are ob- 
serveil in Persia as in Turkey. 
Both 
countries are Moliammedan, and the 
concealment of women's faces obtains in 
both. 
After the marriage settlement 
has been arranged, however, they gen- 
erally manage, in tlie middle class so- 
ciety 
of 
Persia, 
to 
grant

This peeping is in comical keeping with 
the Persian national trait of deception 
and trickery. 
The mother of the youth 
and the girl's mother stow the hopeful 
voung Persian'Tjeliind a partition where 
le can squint tlirough a convenient eye- 
hole. 
Presently in comes the bride- 
elect, affecting total ignorance that she 
is on exliibition. 
She merely walks 
across the room once or twice, and passes 
out again. 
The girl is Avell aware of 
her affianced hnsbaiid's presence behind 
the screen; he know.s she is aware of it, 
too; nobody is dt'ceived. 
The whole 
thing is a ludicrous comedy; yet it has 
to be managed in this way out of defer- 
ence to the social ijroprieties of the 
country. 


Among the Afghans marriage is a 
case of purcliasiiig the Inide. A rich 
Afghan marries early, simi)ly because 
he can afford to pay for a \\ ife, 
while a 
poor one oi'ti-n remains single until mid- 
dle life on account of his inability to 
purchase. 
If tlie husband dies and the 
widow wishes to marry again, she or 
her friends have to refund the purchase 
money to the friends of the dead hus- 
band. 
Lilve the Jews, a common cus- 
tom is for the brf)ther of the deceased to 
marry tlie widow. No other person 
would think of wedding her without first 
asking this brother's consent. 


In China early marriages are the rule. 
The match is arranged by the parents 
and is in the nature of a commercial 
transaction. 
Tlie groom is expected to 
make presents of money and clothes to 
the bride, who, however, brings no 
dowry or anything in return. 
The cal- 
endars are consulted solemnly for lucky 
days, and the blessings of the tutelary 
gods sought by various propitiatory 
measures. 
If the signs fail to turn out 
auspiciously, the wedding is postponed 
again and again. The ceremony of mar- 
riage consists in driiliving a cup of 
Bamshoo together in the nuptial cham- 
ber. 


In Japan the noarriage ceremony is 
performed in a tent pitched on the sum- 
mit of a convenient hill. 
The bride's 
party jjroceeds to the a])pointed i^lace 
by one route, and the groom's by an- 
other. 
Imtlie tent they are confronted 
by the God of Marriage, a figure with a 
dog's head. 
With the aid of a priest 
and lighted flambeaus the knot is tied 
amid the loud cries of all present. 
Meanwhile, at th(; foot of th(i hill, others 
have kindled a b(jnfire. After the cere- 
mony in the tent the bride decends the 
hill, and commits to the flames all the 
toys of her childhood, and receives in 
her hand a distaff and roll of cotton.

Mark Twain is compiUng a volume of 
American humor. 
As the greatest 
humorist since Shakspeare, Mr. Clem- 
ens is richly equipped for such a work. 
Humorists come and humorists go, but 
Samuel is likely to live so long as the 
light of a smile delights in falling ujwn 
the shadow of a frown; so long as the 
music of a laugh shall seek to break in 
upon the weariness of a sigh. 
Nearly 
every village, accepting the statement 
of the village newspapers, has produced 
a Mark Twain. 
Soiix» young fellow, 
with shrewd imitation, writes a few 
jokes for the Hickman County Fireside, 
and the editor, with his keen eye of 
discovery, at once sees that a humorist 
of great merit, the successor of Mark 
Twain, is climbing, hand over hand, to 
an eminence of national recognition. 
The young fellow is thrilled. 
He looks 
ujwn his work in the village store as the 
degradation of genius, and suddenly 
feels that his friends are too familiar 
with him. 
He secures a position on the 
\allage i^aper, and, one day, holds up 
with trembling fingers a daily paper 
that has reproduced one of his para- 
graphs. 
Years ago he was inclined to 
bo a student, but now, feeling that slang 
instead 
of learning, stimulates the 
development of humor, he throws h;s 
books aside. 
He tries to write a dialect 
of which he has made no study, and in 
his attempt to be versatile, 
writes 
rhymes, which, in their unevenness, 
limp with a sort of staggering string- 
halt. 
The village i)ai)er clianges hands 
and the new proprietor tells him that 
his serA^ces are not needed. 
He ia 
rather glad of this for it gives him an 
opportunity of taking down his ocoga 
fences and broadening his field. He 
goes to a city and seeking the office of a 
newspa])er that has reproduced some oi 
his work—the iK>orest, doubtless—asks 
for a jiosition. 
The editor has never 
heard of him—he has niiver heard of the 
successor of INIark Twain. 
The suc- 
cessor, stunned and sick at heart, goee 
back to his village and in an article con- 
tributed to a local i)f-]>er,sii/s that Mark 
Twain has "writtt'n himself out." Oth^t 
disappointed "humorists," or '"success- 
ors," reproduce the article, but th€ 
author of "Innocents Aliroad" continues 
to live at the "he :d of his professitm."

Much frivolity is indulged in, 
much cigarette smoking find coffee 
drinking, swarms of beggam are fed and 
bakshished at the door, and many pres- 
ents received nud given. Uut all this 
time tho expectant young Turk has 
never set eyes on hi» intended. At the 
beginning of the festivities porters come 
to his father's LLHISU hearing tho bulky 
trousseau of tho bride, for the Turkish 
custom is for the bride Mnd her belong- 
ings tw bo brought to the home of her 
husband. Ouects begin at once to dis- 
tribute tho iirticlct* of the trousseau 
about tho bridal chamber, so as to dhow 
everything off to tho bout advantage. 
Festivities arc ciintimud ut both houses, 
On tho third day fricndu of tho bride- 
groom proceed in a liody to tho honae 
of thu bride, and on tho sixth the bride 
is conducted to the house of her hus- 
band, where he stands at tho door to re- 
ceive her veiled. 


About thu samo preliminaries are ob- 


served in Persia as in Turkey. Both 
countries are Mohammedan, and the 
concealment of women's faces obtains in 
both. After the marriago settlement 
has been arranged, however, they gen- 
erally manage, in tho middle olaaa so-

This jwoping is in comical keeping with 
tho Persian national trait of deception 
and trickery. Tho mother of tho youth, 
and the girl's mother stow tho hopeful 
voung Porsiati'bohind a partition where 
he can squint through a convenient eyo- 
holo. -Presently in conies tho brido- 
eleot, affecting total ignorance that sho 
Is on exhibition. She merely walkfl 
across tho room once or twice, and pasoes 
out again. The girl is well awaro.of 
her nfllnncud fn.HbaiidV pro-fence behind 
tha screen; ho kimws sho is aware of it, 
too; nobody is deceived. Tho whole 
thing is a ludicrous comedy; yet it haa 
to bo managed in this way out of defer- 
ence to the social proprieties of the 
country. 


Among the Afghans marriage is a 


cuae of purc.uu.mg tho bride. A rich 
Afghan marries early, (.imply because 
he can afford to pay for a wife, whilo a 
poor ono often romaitlK single until mid- 
dle life on account of hi» inability to 
purchase. IF tho husband dies and the 
widow wishes to marry ngnia, she or 
lior friends have to refund tho purchase 
money to tho friends (if-tho dead hus- 
band. Like tho .Tews, a common cus- 
tom* is for tho brother of tho deceased to 
marry tlio widow. No other person 
would think of wcddinghcrwithoutfirat 
asking this brother's consent. 


In China early marriages aro the rule. 


Tho match is arranged by the parents 
and in in tho nature of a commercial 
transaction. 
Tlio groom 'is expected to 


make presents ot money and clothes to 
tho brido, who, however, brings no 
dowry or anything in return. The cal- 
endars^ are consulted solemnly for luoky 
days, and tho blessings of the tutelary 
gods sought by various propitiatory 
meftfluros. 
If tho signs fail to turn ont 


ftuspioiously, tho wedding is postponed 
again and again. The ceremony of ma_> 
riago consists in drinking a oup of 
namshoo together in tho nuptial cham- 
ber. 


In Japan tho marriage coromony ia 


performed in a tent pitched on tho sum- 
mit of a convenient hill. Tho bride's 
party proceeds to tho appointed plnco 


ne routo, and tlio groom's by an- 
r. Imtlic tent they aro confronted 


by the God of Marriage, a figure with a 
dng's head. "With the aid of a priest 
and lighted fliimbcfin.. tho knot is tied 
amid the loud cries of all present. 
Meanwhile, at tho foot of tho hill, others 
have kindled a bonfire. 
After tho cere- 


mony in tlio lent the bride deconds tho 
hill, and commits to tho flames all tho 
toys of her childhood, and receives in 
her hand a di-itaff ami roll of cotton.

American humor. 
As tho greatest 


humorist since Shaksjje..rc, Air. Clem- 
ens is richly equipped for such u work. 
Humoriats come and humorists go, but 
SHIIIUO! is likely to live so lung iw tlio 
light of n umilo delifrhlt. iii fnluiig «[K)n 
the shadow of a frown; go long as the 
music of n laugh shall ucck to break in 
npoii the weariness of a sigh. Nearly 
every villuge, accepting tho stnteiueiibi 
of tho village newspapora, has prodiiced 
n Murk T .vain. Suio.) young fellow, 
•with shrewd imitation, writes a few 
jokdfl for the Hiukmiui County fireside, 
and the editor, with his keen eye oi: 
discovery, at once sees that a liiimorist 
of great merit, the successor of Mark 
Twain, is climbing, h:uid over hand, to 
an eimnimcu of national recognition. 
Tho young fellow is tlirilled. Ho looks 
-HM.il hia work iu thu village store as tho 
degradation of genius, and nuddenly 
fcflw that his friomls «re too familiar 
with him. He securus itiwijifcion on tlio 
village paper, luid, one day, holds np 
with trembling liiigers a daily pairer 
that has reproduced ono of his para- 
graphs.

Othei 
disappointed "humorists," or "Bucoes-.- 
ors," reproduce the article, but th« 
author of "Innocents Abroad" continuen 
to live at the "lir:id of his profession.*
